days. Nowadays, the fashion is 
to literally bludgeon the cus- 
tomer into submission. The 
merchants of 1835, prefaced 
their advertisements with "We 
respectfully inform our custom- 
ers that we have . . . ", a prac- 
tice that might be worth return- 
ing to. In 1835, the government 
had not yet fully appreciated 
the extent of the revenue it 
might derive from liquor sales, 
and so many of the advertise- 
ments are concerned with the 
sale of whiskey, gin and rum as 
well as wine by the hogshead. 

- 

Toronto was a thriving mar- 
ket place at that time but then, 
as now, business was somewhat 
hampered by exchange prob- 
lems. Both the dollar and the 
pound were common mediums 
of exchange. The editor shows 
no partiality, his advertisements 

using both exchanges. There is 
evident too, a brisk competition 
among those offering accommo- 
dation. One innkeeper, J. H. 
Hutchinson, proprietor of the 
Russell Abbey Hotel, advertises 
his lodgings as follows: 

"(J. H. Hutchinson) returns 
thanks to his friends and the 
public for the liberal patronage 
he has already received and in 
soliciting a continuance of their 
favors, he begs to state that he 
has enlarged his establishment 
so as to render his dormitories 
more convenient and comfort- 
able to those who may please to 
honor him with their favors." 

"J. It H. thinks that it is 
needless to make any comment 
on the quality of his Wines and 
Liquors, or of his catering, as he 
believes they have given general 
satisfaction to soma of the most 
respectable families in this 
province."

Liberalism Must Be Reasserted

Tho Liberal convention was precipitated by the 
need to choose a successor to Mr. King. This duty, for 
all of its importance, must not be allowed to obscure a 
second duty, that of redefining Liberal principles for 
the future. To fulfil this second duty calls for a frank 
appraisal of the past. On such an evaluation only can a 
firm foundation for the future be laid. 

The Liberal party is primarily concerned with five 
issues: foreign policy, the nature of its internal policy, 

liberties of the people, conduct of its trade, and the ad- 
ministration of the public purse. On the latter, the 
party's record is exceptional, and the foreign policy: of 
the party is largely rid of the isolationism which 
clouded it between wars. '. 

On the conduct of trade, however, there has 
developed a conflict within the party ranks between 
those who adhere to the traditional Liberal formula of 
maximum tirade find minimum protection and those 
who would make permanent the temporary protection- 
ist measures, imposed by the dollar shortage. If the 
party is to adhere to its traditional policy, its stand on 
trade must be emphasized. 

Within the field of human rights, with two major 
exceptions, the party has defended the principle of 
maximum freedom of individuals against the assaults 
of other parties. The two exceptions are the wartime 
treatment of the Japanese, and the conduct of the spy 
trials. But mere defence of human rights is not 
enough. The establishment of human liberties is not 
accomplished only by defence of existing liberties but 
by exploration and consolidation beyond those already 
established. To rest on a defence of what does exist 
is to stand still, to repudiate tho meaning of reform. 

But it is in its domestic policies, the economic 
counterpart of the above, that the Liberal party must 
re-assert with the greatest possible emphasis, its stand 
in the future. Liberalism is assailed on two sides; by 
the disciples of state* control on the left, those of con- 
servatism on the far right. The one would make the 
state the arbiter of all economic activity. The other 
would make the state subject to tho economic activity 
of vested interests. 

Literalism calls for the greatest possible free- 
dom of economic activity, but at the same time, the ac- 
ceptance of federal regulation where there is lacking 
the normal checks of competition. Partly because of 
the conditions brought about by the war, partly because 
of a growing influence of the philosophy of paternal- 
ism within the party, Liberalism has strayed far from 
its basic principles. It must re-nsserl, those principles, 
even at the risk of losing support from the left-wing 
factions. 

Liberalism must not, can not, compromise with 
either right or left for the sake of temporary advan- 
tage. To do so is to lose its identity and forfeit its 
trust.

On K|K!eches and their effect on votes: In 111 
years of polling, liUlo evidence lias been found that 
one speech or even a series of speeches changes many 
votes. 

On the vain a of prominent men, for example, 
a labor leader: They do not have nearly tho effect on 
votes that is expected of them. 

Appeal to women: A wasted effort. They vote 
with their husbands. 

It's not front a parly puts up llial convinces Iho 
voters, but the degree that the pa rty has given Iho 
country good government.

Every summer the old peren- 
nials about Sea Serpents come 
'along. There's a good crop al- 
ready, and it T s only July, so we 
may still get a lot more. On Ju- 
ly 20. one was reported from 
Vancouver, and on July 23 one 
was sighted near Flowerpot Is- 
land in the Georgian Bay from 

aboard a boat, called the City of 
Detroit, on its way to Midland. 
The sea monster was heading 
out of the Georgian Bay toward 
Lake Huron, so we may hear of 
it again in another location. The 
one seen in the Pacific Ocean, 
along the west coast of Vancou- 
ver Island, either a sea serpent 
or a super-fish, was described as 
being like a long snake, covered 
with hair and with a face like an 
ape. It is also reported as having 
corrugated fins on its back. 

Several years ago, in a similar 
sea-serpent scare, they told of 
one they called Cadborosaurus 
in Clearwater River, about 78 
miles from Edmonton. It is fam- 
iliarly called "Caddy" or "Ogo- 
pogo." At that t i m e a farmer 
claims to have seen it rear its 
great ugly head adorned with 
huge horns, red eyes and capac- 
ious mouth and gulp down one 
of his pet calves, which are feed- 
ing on the bank of the Clear- 
water River. He threw stones at 
it and it disappeared into the 
water. He claimed there was 
ten to 15 feet of it out of the 
water at that lime. 

Others who say they have 
seen it described it as having a 
head like a wolf with white whis- 
kers, a single eye in his 30 foot 
tail and that it had a habit of 
snorting like a mad bull. So 
you never know. 

The one sighted near Flower 
Pot Island in the Georgian Bay 
was described as a sea serpent 
that looked like a crocodile only 
bigger. It had horns on its head 
and a tail GO to 100 feet long. It 
was blue-green in color with a 
big head and horns and big 
bumps all over its body. 

Not a Serpent Bui Ducks 

The captain didn't say that the 
people on board hadn't seen 
something but he said he had 
sailed the lakes, for years and 
had never seen a sea serpent or 
a sea monster. Major O. B. 
Smith, Midland, said also he had 
never seen a sea serpent and he 
thought it was quite likely what 
the people on board the Detroit 
saw was a mother sawbill duck 
and her brood of ducklings trail- 
ing along behind. He says the 
mother is large and swims ahead 
and could look like the head of 
a sea serpent and the little ones 
trailing along behind' could form 
the tail. He said he'd seen as 
ninny as 40 little ducks trailing 
along, treading water since they 
can't swim. 

When you see them early in 
the morning or at twilight, you 
could easily mistake them for a 
sea serpent. They make I* big 
splashing and they go along in a 
long line that looks* like n tail. 
He adds that it could have been 
a fox water snake, they arc. spot- 
ted and are 15 or 20 feet long' 
.sometimes. They swim with 
their heads out of the water and 
a big one could have « head the 
size of a tea cup. Ife says, too, 
that an otter could look like a 
snake. It also swims with' Its 
head out of the water and goes 
fast and when the sleek, black, 
furry head is wet it shines like 
wet snake skin. 

In 1038 a sea monster' was 
seen in Lake Ontario, near 
Pickering, by a Toronto woman 
who said it was alxuil as thick 
as a car tire, 10 feci long and 
had a pointed tail. Of course the 
most famous one was seen in 
T.och Ness. Sctitland, and another 
in the Okanngan Lake, B.C. 
Same report them having two 
horns, yellow or blue scales or 
red spots, a pointed or a forked 
fail, always wicked eyes. No 
doubt people do see something, 
Newspaper files are full of 
stories about «en monsters.

Stagnation is prevented by re- 
placing the water los3 and using 
iish and submerged plants- It is 
best to keep the water. level as 
possible, and this may be accom- 
plished by means of the garden 
hose. 

Informal pools are usually seen 
in connection with borders, rock 
garden and lawns very natural 
in character. The informal pool 
is the logical type to build. 
Things of geometric designs and 
conventional shapes should be 
avoided. 

The best soil for use is a heavy 
sod-soil, mixed with well-rotted 
cow manure, but a good mixture 
of equal parts of good garden 
soil and rotted cow manure 
makes an equally good compost. 

Soil from swamps is apt to be 
sour and lacking in fertility. The 
best soil is fibrous loam. If the 
.soil is too light, the growth will 
go into leaves rather than flow- 
ers. If sheep manure is used, it 
should be supplied to the extent 
of one part to eight or ten of soil. 
If cow manure is not available, 
use ground bone, a small hand- 
ful to each tub or box, 
- 

.Setting out Plants 

When setting out the plant, 

spread out the roots well, and af- 

. ter filling in the soil, cover with 

an inch of sand. Each lily should 

have a cubic foot of soil.

tics.. Ralph's family didn't allow 
him to have the special advan- 
tages offered by the opportunity 
class,, which would have allowed 
him to make progress at his own 
speed and. receive practical train- 1 
ing : that would permit him, j 
eventually, to lead a respectable 
and independent life. 

The family prescribed for 
Ralph an education suitable for; 
one destined to become a high 
executive — following the foot- 
steps of his father. Ralph was 
sent away to . a private school, 
which kept him against their 
better judgment, for two years. 
Then a note was sent home with 
Ralph's dismissal: 'Ralph has be- 
come "a bad influence. He uses 
the school as a playground.' 

After that, tutors were em- 
ployed.- Poor Ralph! Consci- 
entious tutors didn't hold the 
favor, of the family for long. 
They were grateful to be reliev- 
ed , of their hopeless task of 
teaching Ralph foreign lang- 
uages arid higher mathematics. 
Ralph's knowledge and com- 
mand of his native tongue was 
top limited and his comprehen- 
sion of mathematics was limited 
to simple arithmetic.

PECTIN TEST 
Measure one teaspoon fruit 
juice and oho teaspoon alcohol 
(rubbing alcohol may be used) 
into a cup or small dish. Blend 
quickly together and let stand 
30 seconds. .Do not taste.. If a 
jclty-likc mass or clot is formed, 
the juice contains sufficient pec- 
tin. Sugar, may tfien be added.

; Measure sugar, allowing -%- 
cup sugar for 'each -cup of ex- 
tracted juice, except. when a 
heavy, solid clot forms when 
pectin test is made at the end of 

the three-minute boiling : period* 
This heavy clot indicates' that 
the juice is so rich in pectin 
that one cup of sugar for each, 
cup of extracted juice should be 
used. Warm sugar slightly, 
then ndtt to juice. Boil briskly, 
uncovered for three to ten
